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Air Losses In 


Vietnam Now 


Nearing 6,000 


SAIGON (AP) — Enemy gun­ 
ners shot down four U.S. heli­ 
copters, killing five Americans 
and wounding 15 others, the 
U.S. Command said today. Fig­ 
ures showed American aircraft 
losses in Vietnam are approach­ 
ing the 6.000 mark. 
Two of the helicopters, a light 
observation 
aircraft 
and 
a 
troop-carrying UH1, were hit 
during an hour-long fight Friday 
wdth North Vietnamese troops 
76 miles north of Saigon near 
the Cambodian border. 
Eleven soldiers aboard the 
two aircraft escaped without in­ 
jury and there were no casual­ 
ties in the ground fighting, 
touched off when enemy sol­ 
diers filed at the observation 
chopper, a spokesman said. He 
said 15 
enemy troop* were 
killed kl the battle.

was 
downed four miles below the de­ 
militarized zone Friday. Three 
Americans were killed and one 
was wounded. 
In 
a 
d e l a y e d 
report, 
headquarters said enemy troops 
shot down an Army helicopter 
gunship Wednesday 28 miles 
south of the DMZ. The two 
crewmen were killed. 
Elsewhere, the command re­ 
ported sporadic fighting but no 
major battles. 
A 
spokesman 
said there were 16 rocket and 
mortar attacks overnight that 
caused casualties or damage 
but no Americans were wound­ 
ed. 
The downed helicopters raised 
to 5,972 the total of helicopters 
and fixed-wing aircraft reported 
lost to all causes in Vietnam 
since Jan. I. 1961, according to 
U.S. Command figures. Sources 
estimate the cost at roughly $6 
billion. 
Headquarters figures showed 
a total of 3.099 helicopters and 
2.873 fixed-wing aircraft lost. 
These figures do not include 
losses in the air war over Laos, 
which are not announced by the 
U.S. Command.

CUMMINS PRISON FARM. 
Ark. (AP)—“You just get lone­ 
some. .. I was tared of running 
and so fed up I didn’t care,” 
said Billy Wayne Poe in de­ 
scribing why he left freedom in 
Michigan to return to Arkansas. 
Poe, who had been sentenced 
to seven years at nearby Tuck­ 
er Prison Farm for writing bad 
checks totaling $60.70, fled the 
prison on Oct. 15, 1966 in a 
warden’s car. 
He wound up in Bancroft, 
Mich. 
Michigan authorities arrested 
Poe but eventually turned him 
loose when Arkansas failed to 
file proper papers for his re­ 
turn. 
Poe, 24, married and had two 
children while in Michigan. He 
decided to return to Arkansas 
about three months ago when 
he and his wife separated. 
While living at Watson Chapel, 
he was arrested Tuesday. He 
said deputies told him a call 
came from Michigan tipping of­ 
ficers off to his whereabouts. 
Poe said he didn’t know who 
called. 
Now he not only faces the 
more than five years remaining 
on his sentence, but also a 
charge of escape for which the 
penalty may be from one to 
three years.

MOSCOW (AP*— The Soviet 
Union sent two cosmonauts into 
space today with the task of 
welding 
metals 
in weightless 
conditions, apparently a step to­ 
ward building an operational 
space platform. 
Tass said the men, aboard the 
spacecraft called Soyuz 6, “feel 
fine” after the launching from 
the Soviet Union. 
It was the 13th Soviet manned 
space shot. Informants in Mos­ 
cow said more launchings could 
follow in the next day or so with 
the aim of carrying out a dock­ 
ing experiment. 
Docking Rumor 
There were reports in Moscow 
before the launching that the So­ 
viet Union was preparing a 
complex apace docking experi­ 
ment involving two or three 
spaceships and 4 to 12 cosmo­ 
nauts. 
The reports stemmed from a 
weekend article in Izvestia, the 
government newspaper, show­ 
ing a sketch of an orbital space 
station. The article was entitled 
“At Home in Orbit.” 
But a Soviet scientist, Alexei 
Konstantinov, describing Soyuz 
6 in a television broadcast, not­ 
ed that it differed horn the pre­ 
vious versions in that it lacked a 
docking collar. This appeared to 
mean Soyuz 6 did not have a 
docking plan on its flight agen­ 
da. 
In Britain, Sir Bernard Lovell, 
director of the Jodrell Bank ra­ 
dio telescope station that tracks 
space flights, said Soyuz 6 could 
be the beginning of a series of!neer; 
flights that will result in an or­ 
biting space platform. 
‘The establishment of such a 
platform will have great conse­ 
quences for the future of space 
research and deep space explo­ 
ration,” he told newsmen. 
The launching of Soyuz 6, with 
Lt. Cod. Georgy Shonin, 34, and 
Flight Engineer Valery Kuba­ 
sov, 34, on board, came at 2:10 
p.m.—7.10 a.m., EDT. 
In Earth Orbit 
All available information indi* 
cated that the space experiment 
will be carried out in earth or­ 
bit.

have gone beyond earth 
so far as is known. 
Tass said the cabin of the 
bulb-tipped Soyuz 6 maintained 
its pressure, temperature, hu­ 
midity and artificial atmospher­ 
ic composition in the early stage 
of the flight. 
The last manned flight of the 
Soviet Union was last January 
when the spacecrafts Soyuz 4 
and Soyuz 5 rendezvoused and 
cosmonauts Alexei S. Yeliseyev 
and Yevgeny V. KhrunoV trans­ 
ferred from Soyuz 5 to Soyuz 4. 
The Soviet Union hailed this as 
the “world’s first experimental 
space station.” 
But Western space experts rn 
Moscow said there was no con­

between 
the two ships and that there was 
no known advantage to having 
the two ships linked except that 
it doubled the number of cosmo­ 
nauts in orbit.

Sen. Aiken Says 


NORTHFIELD, Vt. (API — 
The Senate’s senior Republican 
said today the United States has 
prevented self-determination in 
Vietnam “just as surely as has 
the force that we have called 
the aggressor,” 
the Commu­ 
nists. 
Sen. George D. Aiken of Ver­ 
mont 
said 
President 
Nixon 
needs time to repair American 
policy in Vietnam and else­ 
where, and to bring about re­ 
forms to avoid future errors 
abroad. 
The ranking GOP member of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee blamed a "diffuse, 
undisciplined’’ bureaucracy in 
foreign policy for “the arro­ 
gance that led to Vietnam.” 
Aiken’s speech was prepared 
for delivery at Norwich Univer­ 
sity as part of a lecture series 
which bears his name. 
He said the war in Vietnam 
has ended America’s “age of in­ 
nocence” in world affairs. 
Aiken said U.S. experience in 
Vietnam should demonstrate it 
is time to end the kind of per­ 
sonal 
diplomacy 
with 
which 
presidents since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt have sought to shape 
policy- 
“The tragedy of Vietnam is 
that we have prevented self-de­ 
termination through the weight 
of our intervention, even while 
proclaiming the preservation of 
self-determination as our goal,” 
Aiken said. 
“When the war became an 
American war and the govern­ 
ment in Saigon came to exist 
only by Washington’s consent, 
all hope for a settlement van­ 
ished—with the end not yet in 
sight.” 
Aiken said President Nixon is 
working to correct the situation 
and should be given time. 
“It is going to be very tempt­ 
ing in the months ahead to try 
to lay the blame for our mis­ 
takes in Vietnam on the door­ 
step of this or that president,” 
Aiken said. “But this misses the 
whole point. 
“Our recent faults lie much 
deeper, they are embedded in 
the foreign relations bureaucra­ 
cy which we inherited from the 
past.” 
“I feeel the ground for a new 
consensus exists,” Aiken said. 
“I believe most Americans want 
some assurance that they will 
not wake up one morning to find 
we are off on some new adven­ 
ture to impose self-determina­ 
tion on some small country.”

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Protest Grows 


The Anti-Vietnam war feeling in the United 
States is growing. 
Next Wednesday, hundreds of thousands of 
the nation’s citizens will stand up to show their 
displeasure at the continued U. S. involvement. 
Scores of demonstrations are scheduled in al­ 
most every' major metropolitan center in the 
country. On college campuses, many students 
won’t attend class and professors won’t teach. 
But while the war protest originated sev­ 
eral years ago on college campuses where draft- 
eligible and free-thinking students began to get 
vocal, the protest h a s gathered momentum 
throughout the nation. 
In the rally next week, high school students 
at Duluth, Minn-, will fast during the noon meal 
at the cafeteria, businessmen on Wall Street in 
New' York will pass out protest leaflets, and 
housewives in New Orleans will circulate peti­ 
tions door-to-door asking for total pullout by 
December 1970. The Gallup Poll released last 
Sunday showed that anti-Vietnam feeling has 
grown to a new high of 58 per cent in the nation 
from about 25 per cent four years ago.

Sam Brown of Washington, D. C., national 
coordinator for the Vietnam Moratorium Com­ 
mittee which is spearheading the drive, says the 
Oct. 25 protest “will be the largest and broadest 
anti war movement ever seen in the United 
States.” 
And. he said, the Oct. 15 demonstrations are 
only the first. 
“After that we w’iil escalate them by one 
each month until we have completely withdrawn 
from the war,” he emphasized. 
In Michigan, anti-war activities will center 
at Ann Arbor, home of the University of Mich­ 
igan, where students and faculty members alike 
have long campaigned against U. S. involve­ 
ment. While over 64,000 football fans w e r e 
trudging into Michigan Stadium last Saturday, 
dozens of students were actively passing out lit­ 
erature in protest of the war and the Nixon 
policies. 
Wednesday, Michigan Stadium will be the 
site of a massive anti-war rally, to which Barry 
Cohen, 19-year-old strike organizer, hopes to 
attract 50,000 persons. Michigan State Univers­ 
ity students, normally quite anti-Michigan three 
days before the annual UM-MSU gridiron war, 
have chartered buses to Ann Arbor in a remark­ 
able show of unanimity.

What it all means, of course, is that the na­ 
tion has about had it with continued combat 
deaths in a war which Congress has never de­ 
clared and the avowed policy is not one of mili­ 
tary victory. More than KH) Congressmen and 
Senators have endorsed the anti-war protest. 
They have been joined by the National Council 
of Churches and other civic and business poups. 
The United States has poured billions of 
dollars into the conflict. Over 44,000 of its young 
men have died and thousands more have been 
wounded, many of whom will be handicapped 
for the rest of their lives. To abandon Vietnam 
and the purpose for which those 
young men 
fought without some assurance of accomplish­ 
ment would be criminal. 
Yet, if after years of conflict, effort and ex­ 
penditure of lives and dollars no progress has 
been made, maybe it is time to get out. Maybe 
the United States already has “invested” enough 
in the future of South Vietnam. 
One thing is certain- The continuing toll of 
United States combat deaths must be stopped. 
If pulling out is the only way to do it, then 
let’s get on with the job.

Will People Crowd 
Earth s Every Niche? 


In spite of rising costs which are causing 
many hospitals to increase their room rates, one 
hospital in California announced recently it is 
giving patients “probably the biggest reduction 
in rates any hospital has made in modern his­ 
tory.” 
This remarkable story comes from Doctors 
Hospital in San Diego, Calif., which announced 
last month reductions in room rates of up to $15 
a day, for private rooms from $70 to $55 a day 
and for semi-private rooms from $51 to $49 a 
day. 
Doctors Hospital administrator James F. 
Bray anticipates that the average daily cost of 
hospitalization will drop from $78 to $72. 
Bray explains that the hospital introduced 
some efficient management practices, stream­ 
lined its operations, and put its personnel to bet­ 
ter use. A consulting finn studied the hospital’s 
practices and recommended changes which al­ 
lowed a seven per cent cut in employment. 
Labor-saving changes included replacing the 
employes* cafeteria with a canteen and using 
disposable dishes for patients* meals. 
From time to time, hospitals are certain to 
feel pressures to increase their rates- But be­ 
fore they do so every effort should be made to 
assure modern and efficient management. One 
hospital has showrn it is possible to hold the 
line and even make some reductions.

The ghost of Thomas Malthus, 
who said more than IOO years 
ago that the world’s population 
must inevitably overtake the 
food supply, seems to be haunt­ 
ing practically everybody these 
days. 
Former Secretary of Defense 
Robert McNamara makes our 
flesh creep with a statement 
that, if births go on for a few 
centuries at the present acceler­ 
ating rates, we shall arrive at 
a point where there will be one 
human being standing on every 
available square foot of the 
earth. A group linking birth 
control to the need for conser­ 
vation, calling itself the Asso­ 
ciation for Voluntary Steriliza­ 
tion, Inc., meets in New York to 
listen to Stanford University’s 
Dr. Paul Ehrlich, who says we 
are faced with mass starvation 
before the world doubles its 
population in the next 35 years. 
“The Population Bomb Keeps 
Ticking,” say the advertise­ 
ments paid for by concerned 
citizens. The Executive Direc­ 
tor of the Sierra Club, David 
Brower, informs us that his own 
organization has been much too 
calm about the ultimate threat 
of the population explosion to 
mankind. He is sorry that Cali­ 
fornia has caught up with New 
York in its population statistics. 
it 
it 
it 
It is hard to resist such a uni­ 
versal drum-beating, and any 
look at a city slum lends cre­ 
dence to Dr. Ehrlich’s worst 
fears. But are we being suck­ 
ered by the doom -sayersM al­ 
thus was just as uncompromis­ 
ing as our present-day Dr. Ehr- 
lichs, but the vast expansion of 
19th Century scientific agricul­ 
ture knocked all his projected 
figures out of kilter. At the 
very least Malthus’* timing was 
thrown off by 150 years. The 
West in particular refused to 
take the Malthusian road to de­ 
struction: as it industrialized, 
its rate of family formation 
levelled off, and the new fam­ 
ilies had fewer children. 
When the U.S. was witnessing 
the baby boom of the 1940s 
there was a concomitant boom 
in the intellectual birth-rate of 
neo-Malthusian economists. But 
now it begins to appear that 
the baby proliferation of the 
1940s and 1950s was a momen­ 
tary phenomenon, an eddy, so 
to speak, which deflected our 
attention from the main cur­ 
rent. 
Last year the UIS. population 
increased by a mere one per 
cent, and our birth-rate was 
lower than it had ever been be­ 
fore. Insofar as the Association 
for Voluntary Sterilization is 
speaking to North Americans, it 
is evident that it might as well 
take a holiday until there is a 
revolt against the Pill. The or­ 
ganization’s title is an affront to 
the Latin concept of “machis­ 
mo,” or maleness, anyway, so 
talk of sterilization would flop 
below the U.S. border.

The so-called underdevelop­ 
ed regions of tile world, such 
as India and Latin America, 
are, of course, in a real popula­ 
tion bind. Dr. Ehrlich’s figures 
for the population “doubling 
time” are 23 years for Peru and 
22 years for Columbia. In In­ 
dia. the prediction is that there 
will be 200 million more peo­ 
ple by the end of the 1970s. 
The probability that India is 
in for trouble is terribly reel. 
But if starvation does overtake 
the Indian subcontinent in the 
midst of an unchecked birth­ 
rate, it will, according to an 
able paper presented by Dr. 


Sudha Shenoy at the recent 
Mont Pelerin Economic Con­ 
ference in Venezuela, be be­ 
cause of the New Delhi brand 
of socialist politics. 
These politics have let “rural 
investment” fall at a time when 
“planning” was pushing moat of 
the available capital into inef­ 
ficient 
State-directed 
indus­ 
trialization. The potential re­ 
turns to investment in agricul­ 
ture in India, says Dr. Shenoy, 
are “several times those in light 
or heavy industry.” But, she 
adds, the proper “investment 
pattern could scarcely be cen­ 
trally determined and directed 
from New Delhi.”

state. If my fellow legislators 
could see what is possible, then 
there is little doubt they would 
take a greater interest in edu­ 
cation.”

education 
concept involves the teaching of 
mathematics 
to upper 
grade 
school pupils. “In 15 weeks,” 
he said, some of those pupils 
“can hold their own cm the 
graduate school level.” 
“It develops thinking in the 
kids,” he explained. “In some 
cases IQ’s have gone up an 
average 
of 
eight 
percentage 
points. And the results can be 
seen in other classrooms.”

Child's Car Seat 
May Be Unsafe, 
Parents Advised 
What types of children's car 
seats are safe? 
Parents should look for three 
basic requirements, according 
to University of Michigan safe­ 
ty researchers: 
• A child’s seat restraint de­ 
vice should “hold together” in 
a sudden stop or collision. 
• It should be tied to the 
car, preferably by an adult lap 
belt, and should not pivot or 
be subject to any extensive mo­ 
tion in a sudden stop. 
• It should not produce, in a 
sudden stop, large forces on the 
vulnerable parts of a child’s 
body. 
“Many devices are currently 
on market, but a significant 
number of these do not meet 
certain basic safety require­ 
ments,” 
according 
to 
Drs. 
Verne L. Roberts and D. Hur­ 
ley Robbins of the U-M High­ 
way Safety Research Institute. 
The two specialists in bio­ 
mechanics are testing some 40 
types of children’s car seats as 
part of a research project that 
includes a variety of other seat 
restraint systems. They hope to 
produce a body of knowledge 
on which future design 
im­ 
provements can be based 
A child’s head and torso are 
larger in proportion to his low­ 
er extremities, and his abdom­ 
inal area is particularly vulner­ 
able. 
“The basic principle to re­ 
member is that any force ap­ 
plied to the child by the car 
seat, harness, or other devices 
should distribute the force over 
as large an area as possible,” 
Roberts and Robbins noted in 
one report.

Teens Prove 
Informed On 
Food, Diet 
Skipped breakfasts and fad 
diets seem typical of the lack 
of 
concern 
many 
teenagers 
have for proper eating habits. 
Or so it seems to concerned 
parents. 
“Actually, teens 
are 
fairly 
well informed about food and 
its 
implications 
for a well- 
balanced diet,” reports 
Anita 
Dean, food and nutrition spe­ 
cialist at Michigan State Uni­ 
versity, E. Lansing. 
She draws 
this 
conclusion 
after discussing teenage eating 
habits with young people at­ 
tending the 4-H State Show on 
the MSU campus this summer. 
In discussing 
what 
influ­ 
ences a young 
person s 
food 
choices, 
mothers 
were 
fre­ 
quently cited as 
having 
the 
greatest 
influence. 
Family 
background, because it is fre­ 
quently varied, was thought to 
have little effect. Teens also 
felt that television and adver­ 
tising are instrumental in de­ 
termining food choices. 
“Among youth, there seemed 
to be a general feeling that 
foods from 
the 
farm 
and 
home - preserved 
foods were 
superior to foods purchased in 
the city or commercially pre­ 
served,” Mrs. Dean says. While 
both of these beliefs are incor­ 
rect, she feels that they can be 
explained by 
the 
fact 
that 
many of the young people were 
from farms and small towns. 
When questioned about food 
selection and costs of feeding a 
family, the teens indicated a 
realistic awareness of expendi­ 
tures. They also appeared to 
be knowledgeable 
about what 
were essential foods and what 
were luxury expendable items. 
They averaged 8 to 9 meals 
per week at home, and agreed 
that it was important 
for 
a 
family to eat together at least 
once a day, “They felt this was 
important for 
family under­ 
standing 
and 
coordination,” 
Mrs. Dean notes. 
Mrs. Dean 
concludes 
that 
young people are aware of the 
dangers of fad diets and the 
importance of 
following ap­ 
proved procedures 
for losing 
weight When questioned about 
causes of overweight, they cit­ 
ed emotional problems and eat­ 
ing too much while using too 
little energy.

Mead To Show New 
Waste Water Plant 


The Mead Corp. is inviting the public to visit its Escanaba 
Paper Co. mill effluent treatment plant Sunday afternoon from 
I to 5. 
The $2 million installation is the biggest thing of its kind 
in Northern Michigan industry and unique in Midwest paper 
industry. 
All waste water from the paper making processes is put 
through this plant before it-is returned to the Escanaba River. 
The first installation which visitors wiU see on the wind­ 
shield tour of the plant is a huge clarifier. It is a concrete bowl 
180 feet in diameter and up to 12 feet deep into which toe ef­ 
fluent is pumped from a lift station at the mill. 
A great sweep arm agitates toe water in the clarifier and 
solids settle out and are pumped out and dewatered and hauled 
aff to a landfill area. 
The clarified water, rising from the clarifier at the rate 
of 13 million gallons a day, flows to a 30-acre aeration lagoon 
where it is held for IO days after treatment with purifying 
chemicals to reduce its Biological Oxygen Demand before it ie 
returned to the river. 
The cleansed water from the lagoon is returned to the 
river by an outflow pipe above the mill. The effluent plant 
has been in operation since Sept. IO. 
Visitors are asked to make the tour by entering the Mead 
mill yard on Mead Road off US 2-41 near the Escanaba River 
Bridge. Arrows will show the route and Mead design engineers 
and guides will be on hand to answer questions. The sky line 
road in the Mead mill yard gives a fine overview' of the expand­ 
ing mill and the return trip from the effluent plant is part toe 
intake water treatment plant and toe big No. 3 paper machine 
building.

WASHINGTON (AP* — A Ma- 
fa-like syndicate of seigeants 
demanded girls as well as mon­ 
ey in kickbacks for booking en­ 
tertainer?. buying food and liq­ 
uor for the Army night clubs 
they ran for troops in Vietnam, 
senators have been told.

dancer who was a show’ busi­ 
ness booking agent told a Senate 
subcommittee Thursday virtual­ 
ly all custodians of Army club 
systems in Vietnam demanded 
a percentage from those selling 
supplies to the clubs. 
In a war where most soldiers 
count the days unril they can go 
home, these sergeants — confi­ 
dent cf making at least $150,000 
a year in graft—extended their 
tours as long as possible, she 
said. 
Australian Testifies 
The witness. June I. Skewes, 
34, of Sydney, Australia, her 
long, ash-blonde hair tied back 
with a tangerine-colored ribbon, 
told the Senate’s rackets sub­ 
committee she was blacklisted 
and squeezed out of business 
after word leaked she had com­ 
plained to military autncnities 
The sergeants who ran the 
clubs, which do hundreds cf mil­ 
lions of dollars in business a 
year, were “for sale to the high­ 
est bidder.” said Miss Skewes, 
who is known profestsionaiy as 
June Collins. 
She said the bids came in the 
form of rolls of American mon­ 
ey. villas in Saigon, liquor, long 
and expensive trips, free enter­ 
tainment and women.

Shows Promise For U.P.

Northland, 
developed 
by 
James Moulton and the late 
Stanley 
Johnston. 
Michigan 
State University horticulturists, 
has been producing some good 
crops, especially in the area 
around Houghton. 
While Northland is doing as 
well or better than any blue­ 
berry ever grown in northern 
Michigan, Moulton warns grow- I 
ers not to be overly optimistic. 
“The variety 
is 
useful 
to 
those who have land that is 
suitable for growing blueber­ 
ries,” he says. “Besides north­ 
ern Michigan, 
there 
may be 
suitable sites in other Upper 
Great Lakes areas where soil 
ii satisfactory and where snow 
cover is sufficient to protect 
the plants from low tempera­ 
ture. 
Produces Good Crop 
“While Northland will pro­ 
duce a good crop, it is not a 
super variety that is going to 
revolutionize agriculture in the 
area. It is very exacting in its 
requirements, and a prospec­ 
tive grower should consult with 
his county extension 
director 
before 
attempting 
to 
grow 
blueberries commercially. 
“I expect its biggest use to 
be on farms with relatively 
small plantings of blueberries 
and maybe some strawberries, 
raspberries and vegetables. 
“Severe winters and spring 
frosts are 
always 
a hazard 
with blueberries, so I’d suggest 
limited planting. 
Then, 
too, 
we’re still having a problem 
with canker disease that can 
cut yields,” adds Moulton. 
Northland, released by MSU’s 
Agricultural 
Experiment Sta­ 
tion in 1967. is an early m a­ 
turing variety. The bush of the 


plant is vigorous, moderately 
spreading, hardy, and attains 
a height of about four feet at 
maturity. The berries are med­ 
ium in 
SBze. round, medium 
blue, moderately firm and have 
good flavor. The picking scar 
is medium size. 
Wood Pliable 
Northland has the same par­ 
entage as the recently intro­ 
duced Bluehaven, a high bush 
blueberry adapted to parts of 
Michigan south of the Muske- 
gon-Saginaw 
line. 
Northland 
had to go through a 15-vear 
trial period at South 
Haven 
and in northern Michigan be­ 
fore its value could be deter­ 
mined with reasonable accur­ 
acy. 
Moulton says 
the 
wood of 
Northland is pliable, and break­ 
age under the weight of heavy 
accumulation of snow’ has not 
been serious. The low tempera­ 
tures in the 
winters of 1964 
and 1966 did not injure the 
bushes nor reduce the crop of 
' this variety. And there was no 
crop reduction, even after the 
temperature dipped to 17 de­ 
grees on May IO. 1966 
when 
blossoms were partially open- , 
ed. 
Fruit m aturi.y is very es.Tys 
—earlier 
than 
the 
Bluecrop 
variety. This early maturity is 
important in northern Michi­ 
gan because of the short grow- i 
mg season, explains Moulton. 
Can Use Machines 
Northland can be 
harvested 
uith the smaller picking m a­ 
chines, if the lower branches 
are removed each year to pre­ 
vent them from bending to the 
ground with the weight of the 
crop. The bush 
is unsuitable 
for ha vesting with large, over- 
the-row harvesters now avail­ 
able. 
Growers 
interested 
in 
the 
variety should be careful to 
use an appropriate site and 
suitable 90il with 
reasonable 


freedom from frost, adds Moul­ 
ton. 
Wally 
Keskitalo, 
Houghton 
County extension director, says 
growers in his area nave been 
growing the variety and in­ 
creasing its use each year. He
